Mis­ 
souri plan of licensmg 
teachers 
for the rural schools of the state 
perhaps the most 
inefficient, 
the most antiquated and the most 
cumbersome that exists in 
any 
state in the union,” 
Charles 
A. 
Lee, former state superintendent 
Of schools who is now director of 
educational service at 
Washing­ 
ton University, said in an address 
before an educational panel. 
“We have 15 different agencies 
licensing teachers, and I hesitate 
to attempt to guess the number 
of different certificates now 
in 
force. 
A few years ago a check 
was made and 38 different kinds 
were found. 
“According to law,” 
Lee 
ex­ 
plained, “a person is eligible 
to 
take the county examination for

high 
school course. 
And according to 
the last report, we 
had 
almost 
1200 teachers teaching in the rural 
schools who had never attended 
college one day. 
And still some 
people insist in pointing out the 
great progress we have made

education. 
“We have made progress, 
but 
w'hen we realize that children in 
1200 rural schoais this year are 
being taught 
by 
teachers 
who 
have neve.* gone to college one 
day, we shouldn’t be so enthus­ 
i a s t s about our past accomplish­ 
ments. 
“That isn’t all the story. 
The 
children in these 
schools 
could 
now have better prepared teach­ 
ers if it were not for our antiquat­ 
ed and haphazard method of lic­ 
ensing teachers.

The biggest crop of peanuts on 
record was harvested this 
year. 
As a result many questions ari e 
as to what use can be 
m ade 
of 
them. 
Peanuts are a highly con­ 
centrated food: they are one-third 
to one«half fat. one-fourth pr 
tein, and about one-fourth carbo­ 
hydrates and minerals. 
The pro­ 
tein is an excellent quality 
and 
could be depended upon if it were 
not for the high proportion of fat. 
But twice as much fat as protein 
is a food makes it very rich. So 
it is .best to eat peanuts in small 
am ounts at a time and 
to 
mix 
them with other foods that have 
less fat. 
A good peanut loaf for dinner is 
made by combining equal parts of 
peanuts, chopped carrots, 
bread 
crum bs, 
and 
canned 
tomatoes, 
binding the m ixture with one or 
two eggs, 
and 
seasoning 
with 
melted butter, salt 
and 
pepper. 
This will bake in a moderate oven 
in thirty minutes. 
Chopped or whole peanuts can 
creamed and served on toast
